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specialising in ‘mengkuang’ (pandanas leave) weaving'was set up at Kampung 
Gedangsa in 1987. Here, one can purchase colourful and attractive baskets and 
containers ranging from M$5 and upwards. There are also other items made from 
rattan and ‘pandan’ leaves. Visitors also get a chance to witness daily demonstra- 
tions of basket-weaving at the workshop next door. The handicraft centre is open daily except Sundays from Nad

Sendat, Kampung Tun Razak and the Pertak 
settlement, are striving to provide modern facilities and a better quality of 
life through modern housing and modern system, many choose to revert to 
the old ways, surviving on farm and jungle produce 
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In 1986, a bamboo workshop was started in Kampung Tun Razak, basically 
operated by the ‘orang aslis’ The main products are ‘lidi colok' (thin bamboo 
sticks) used for satay, a local speciality, as well as toothpicks and flower stem 
Future plans are in the pipeline to introduce other items made of bamboo 
such as furniture and handicrafts.

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2... the hidden secrets of nature’s charms in Hulu Selangor, the largest northernmost district in Selangor Darul Ehsan. Accessible via the Ipoh highway past Rawang, it takes an hour (distance 
m) to reach the main town of Kuala Kubu Bahru from Kuala Lumpur. The district covers an area of 174,570 hectares and consists of 8 smaller constituencies: Sg. Selisek, Ulu Bernam, Kalumpang, 
Kerling, Kuala Kubu Bahru/Rasa, Batang Kali, Ulu Yam and Serendah. Situated at the foot of the Titiwangsa Range, Hulu Selangor has much farm and ex-mining 
botanical wonders and historic allure await discovery.

ALOR T he town of Kuala Kubu is built upon an alluvial fan. Rumours had it that years ago in 1883, soon after a dam was built to prevent flooding of the Selangor River,a white crocodile was seen in the 
LEMPAH premises. The locals regarded the creature to be sacred and when a British Resident by the name of Cecil Ranking set out to kill it, the skies darkened and a heavy thunderstorm ensured. The dam broke 

and the next morning when the floods subsided, the body of the Resident was found. The crocodile had taken its revenge. Till today, the local folks call the district ‘Ampang Pecah’ (broken dam) 
Now ‘Ampang Pecah’ is also known to the locals as Alor Lempah. The bubbling white water flows over the concrete broken dam wall and is rich with marine life such as small fishes and prawns. The sandy banks is a popular site for camping 
and picnicking while the shandy trees and quiet surroundingsare ideal for those who seek a temporary recluse from the maddening crowd 





Situated on the district border of Hulu Selangor and Pahang state, Fraser's Hill was 
founded by tin-miner Louis James Fraser and later developed into one of Malaysia's 
foremost hill resorts in 1910. There are control gates at the entry point of Fraser's 
called the ‘gap’ which are open 40 minutes at a time to help ease the one-way traffic 
The cool mountain air and unusual flora attracts many visitors who are looking for 

a cool change of scenery. The Jeriau waterfalls are delightfully hidden from the obvious view by giant ferns and tall bamboos and the water 
is especially icy cold, certain to rejuvenate your senses. The adventurous will like exploring the many jungle paths and hiking to the top of 
Fraser's peak. Those who appreciate nature's handiwork will love the beautiful large blooms found here. Golfers love the superb 9-hole golf 
course at this hill resort which is shared between the states of Pahang Darul Makmur and Selangor Darul Ehsan. Other facilities here 
include a sports complex which has a heated swimming pool, squash courts and saunas as well as conference amenities. If you should 
decide to spend the night at Fraser's, there are various types of accommodation available such as the international standard Hotel Merlin.
